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VIII. Certain observations on the international application 

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

If rewriting of software as described in claims 8 
and 12 fails, it would become impossible to reboot the 
device with the feature described in the description, 
therefore it is unclear why it is possible to carry out 
wire communication with the software recovery apparatus. 
The inventions set forth in claims 8 and 12 are therefore 
not fully supported by the description. 
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
